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NEWBURY  AND  BYFIELD  BOYS 

TO  HAVE  FULL  SCHOLARSHIPS 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
January  15,  it  was  voted  that  full  scholarships, 
covering  all  charges  for  tuition,  will  be  grant- 
ed hereafter  to  boys  living  either  in  the  Town 
of  Newbury  or  in  Byfield  Parish  who  wish  to 
attend  Governor  Dummer  as  day  students. 
The  Headmaster  is  empowered  to  grant  these 
scholarships  on  the  basis  of  the  usual  entrance 
requirements  of  scholarship  and  character. 

Town  and  Parish  Students  Formerly 
Received  Partial  Scholarships 

For  many  years,  each  day  student  from  By- 
field  Parish  has  received  a  scholarship  of 
$100,  and  two  years  ago  this  was  extended  to 
include  residents  of  the  Town  of  Newbury. 
The  new  extension  of  the  Academy's  scholar- 
ships was  voted  by  the  Trustees  "out  of  re- 
spect to  the  manifest  intentions  of  the  founder 
in  view  of  the  traditional  relationships  be- 
tween the  Byfield  Parish  and  Governor  Dum- 
mer Academy". 

To  those  familiar  with  the  historical  back- 
ground of  the  school,  this  action  of  the  Trus- 
tees is  fitting,  particularly  because  of  the  in- 
clusion of  the  scholarship  awards  to  Newbury 
residents  who,  as  the  school  has  grown,  have 
become  more  and  more  active  in  making  the 
Academy's  bond  with  the  community  an  im- 
portant one.  The  Town  of  Newbury  has  held 
its  annual  town  meeting  in  Lang  Gymnasium 
for  the  past  several  years,  and  because  stu- 
dents have  been  allowed  to  observe  this  tradi- 
tional form  of  New  England  government,  the 
boys  themselves  have  come  to  appreciate  the 
connection  between  the  school  and  the  com- 
munity. 

Founder's  Will  Indicated  Close  Bond 
Between  Community  and  School 

Under  the  terms  of  William  Dummer 's  will, 
the  committee  which  built  the  original  school- 
house  in  1763  was  composed  of  "five  free- 
holders of  Byfield  Parish"  and  the  minister  of 
the  parish.  For  the  first  nineteen  years  of  its 
history,  the  school  flourished  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Byfield  residents,  and  when  in  1782 
the  state  legislature's  act  of  incorporation  re- 
moved the  Byfield  residential  restriction,  the 


Academy  continued  as  an  institution  strongly 
influenced  by  Newbury  and  Byfield  people. 
Thus  the  Trustees  have  marked  the  175th 
year  of  the  school's  history  with  an  action 
adhering  closely  to  the  original  intention  of 
William  Dummer  which  was  to  make  the 
school  a  source  of  benefit  to  the  community 
in  which  it  was  founded.

Dr.  Kinsolving  of  Trinity  Church

Headmaster  Lewis  of  Browne  and  Nichols 

Mr.  Geoffrey  W.  Lewis,  headmaster  of 
Browne  and  Nichols  School,  Cambridge,  spoke 
at  the  Vesper  service  on  January  23.  Mr. 
Lewis  outlined  three  things  which  boys  pre- 
paring for  college  should  have:  a  real  desire 
for  what  the  college  has  to  offer,  a  good  com- 
mand of  written  and  spoken  English,  and  the 
power  of  concentration. 

A  boy  should  not  go  to  college  merely  for 
things  which  might  be  more  easily  acquired 
through  a  country  club  or  an  athletic  club, 
but  he  should  realize  the  simple  fact  that  the 
college's  purpose  is  to  provide  education. 

An  important  aid  to  college  work,  the  abil- 
ity to  take  notes,  can  be  practiced  and  ac- 
quired, Mr.  Lewis  said,  in  secondary  school 
study. 

Rev.  Samuel  LePage  oj  By  field 

Rev.  Samuel  M.  LePage  of  the  Byfield 
Parish  Church  was  the  Vespers  speaker  on 
January  30.  Like  articles  for  sale  on  the  mar- 
ket, said  Mr.  LePage.  the  good  things  in  life 
have  their  price,  not  in  money  but  in  work 
and  time  and  effort.  Success  in  life  is  not  a 
gamble  but  rather  the  reward  of  striving  for 
the  things  we  wish  for.

Degen's  father,  the 
Reverend  George  F. 
Degen,  taught  for 
several  years  at  the 
school,  and  her 
mother  was  an  in- 
timate friend  of 
Mrs.  Ambrose  all 
her  life. 

Alumni  who  were 
here  in  June,  1936, 
when  The  Milestone 
was  dedicated  to 
Mrs.  Ambrose  heard 
the  story  of  her  first 
class  at  the  Acad- 
emy, which  she  at- 
tended during  those 
few  years  when 
girls  as  well  as  boys  were  admitted  as  students. 
The  story  bears  repeating,  of  how  she — the 
only  girl  in  the  room — stood  on  tiptoe  to  get 
her  problem  on  the  high  blackboard,  and  the 
mathematics  teacher  laughed.  As  she  said  later, 
"I  didn't  want  to  cry,  but  I  was  mad  clear 
through,  and  the  tears  just  rolled  down  my 
cheeks  and  wouldn't  stop."  The  class,  Mr. 
Joseph  Dummer  among  them,  marched  to  the 
headmaster  and  demanded  that  before  they 
return,  their  teacher  "apologize  for  laughing 
at  that  little  girl". 

What  rich  wisdom  of  these  intervening 
sixty  years  she  might  have  told,  and  what 
delightful  scraps  she  did  give.  There  was 
Leopold,  first  of  the  long  line  of  Cuban  stu- 
dents, boarding  at  Captain  Knight's,  who 
stammered  in  his  precise  English,  "I  think  of 
you  all  the  time,  Miss  Knight.  I  think  about 
you  so  much  I  cannot  study  my  lessons."  Her 
schoolmates  could  tell  us  other  things.  But, 
rather  strangely,  to  us  younger  friends  these 
reminiscences,  wistfully  as  we  look  back  into 
the  years  and  wish  for  more,  are  still  just  our 
Mrs.  Ambrose.  The  dauntless  little  girl  who 
was  "mad  clear  through"  took  fire  at  injustice 
and  pretense  when  she  was  seventy-five.  The

young  woman  who 
danced  all  night  in 
her  ruffled  black 
taffeta  sang  blithely 
in  the  church  choir 
for  forty  years.  We 
can  imagine  how  she 
quenched  the  senti- 
mental Leopold — we 
who  have  heard  her 
comments  on  other 
situations,  which  so 
often  ended  with — 
"I  don't  have  to  tell 
all  I  think." 

She  stayed  young; 
and  so  the  stories 
we  heard,  and  for- 
got, and  wish  we 
could  recall,  were 
just  a  part  of  her 
as  we  know  her  to- 
day— like  the  sail- 
ors' jargon  quoted 
from  her  seafaring 
father  that  popped 
out  so  surprisingly  in  her  speech. 

There  was  in  her  a  wealth  of  human  kind- 
ness, a  bubbling  sense  of  fun  and  relish  for 
life,  that  drew  back  to  her  side  whoever  had 
come  in  touch  with  her.  She  said  that  tolerance 
was  hard  come  by,  and  it  may  well  have  been, 
for  looked  at  from  without,  her  life  was  not 
easy.  But  hev  generosity,  charm,  and  sym- 
pathy were  instinctive.  Through  them  poured 
out  the  gay  hospitality  that  gave  a  trip  to  the 
Post  Office  excitement,  and  kept  the  doors  of 
her  house  open  at  all  hours — the  very  heart 
of  Byfield. 

Her  relations  with  the  Academy  were  pe- 
culiarly close.  Her  long  friendship  with  Dr. 
Ingham,  and  later  the  opening  of  her  home 
to  a  few  boys  and  the  fresh  contacts  thus 
made,  brought  her  joy  and  widening  interest?, 
which  she  repaid  in  full  measure.  To  hear  her 
and  Carroll  Perry  exchanging  quips  at  Com- 
mencement was  an  experience.  She  caught 
cold  before  Christmas  and  called  the  doctor 
reluctantly,  saying,  "You  must  get  me  well  in 
time  to  go  to  the  Football  Dinner."  And  go 
she  did.

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EDITORIAL 

A  recent  Vespers  speaker,  talking  about 
boys  preparing  for  college,  said  that  the  abil- 
ity to  take  good  notes  can  be  a  real  asset  in 
college  work.  Lectures  and  reading  assign- 
ments characterize  most  college  courses,  and 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  boys  who  know  how  to 
take  good  notes  are  likely  to  be  successful  on 
examinations  given  on  the  material  of  the 
courses. 

Note-taking  is  not  so  necessary  in  prep- 
aratory school  work,  because  lectures  are 
fewer  and  reading  assignments  shorter,  but 
nevertheless  every  boy  in  school  has  an  op- 
portunity to  learn  how  to  do  it  well,  par- 
ticularly in  history  and  English  courses. 

Learning  to  take  notes  is  not  easy,  and  it 
is  not  thrilling,  but  the  effort  expended  will 
be  a  worthwhile  investment  of  time  and  work. 
It  will  be  a  great  time-saver  in  college  when 
one  has  to  tackle  a  long  assignment  of  dif- 
ficult reading,  and  one  will  have  more  con- 
fidence and  peace  of  mind  when  the  examina- 
tion on  that  particular  piece  of  work  rolls 
around. 

If  a  student  must  learn  to  take  notes  some- 
time, why  not  now?
